“I don’t mind it when coaches 
ask me to come visit,” says Jessi- 
ca, one of the team’s co-captains 
and star setter, anticipating a vol- 
leyball scholarship to college next 
year. 

While playing in state competi- 
tions with teams like the Mas- 
sachusetts Patriots has made her 
more competitive, her life off the 
court made her more patient, she 
said. 

‘It just made me wake up,” she 


says of the various trials in her 
life, “and I felt like it was the only 
thing left I could do well, so I put 
everything into it. It was hard 
concentrating, but I don’t know 
why - I just concentrated on 
schoolwork and volleyball. 

Now she’s faced with choosing 
a school, and which junior 
Olympics competition to enter 
this winter. 

George Sullivan, coach of the 
Andover High School volleyball 
teams, says Jessica was one of the 
only starters on last year’s team 
to return this year. 

“She’s one reason they (team 
members) are getting better.

Dalton says she has long been inter- 
ested in the concept of the charter 
schools. 

The group is in the process of apply- 
ing for a Commonwealth charter 
school from the state Department of 
Education that would be governed by a 
private non-profit board of directors, 
advised by community members on 
various subcommittees, Dalton says.

Life would probably be a lot easier for 
adults if the kids would just blindly follow 
those rather schizoid instructions, “Do as 
I say, not as I do.”

About 30 years ago, Bill Washburn, 
now 78, was diagnosed with cancer of 
the thyroid gland. During surgery, the 
doctor cut a nerve by mistake, so 
today he talks with one vocal cord, in 
a soft, airy voice. “But it’s helpful 
because people always know who it is 
when I call,” he says, rarely losing his 
sense of humor. 

Six years ago, Bill was diagnosed 
with prostate cancer, which was sur- 
gically removed. 

And about a year ago, he was diag- 
nosed with bone cancer, in one rib and 
in the neck. 

“I’m a testament to American 
medicine,” he says. 

About 10 years ago, Bill began to 
collect a file on a patient’s right to die. 
Today it’s about two inches thick. He’s 
a member of the Hemlock Society, a 
group founded in 1980 by Derek 
Humphry and others, dedicated to 
helping people end their lives with 
dignity when they’re ready. 

“I’m interested in doctor-assisted 
suicide and I’m also interested in no 
heroic measures if I so choose,” says 
Bill, who now lives in North Andover, 
after living in Andover for many 
years. He is class of 1943 from Yale and 
although he’s retired today, he was in 
charge of fund-raising at Brigham and

Bill is worried because Mas- 
sachusetts does not authorize DNRs 
(Do Not Resuscitate) requests from 
patients. He says 30 states have DNRs, 
20 don’t, but in non-DNR states, “doc- 
tors still will write DNRs,” he says. 

But he worries. “The way I inter- 
pret it is, in Massachusetts, a doctor 
doesn’t have to honor your wishes.” 

Let’s get right down to it. 

“Would you kill yourself if you 
needed to?” I ask. 

“Yes, my wife and I have talked 
about that,” he answers. “I’d put a bag 
over my head. I have practiced that.” 

Bill says the Hemlock Society rec- 
omimends a “good stiff drink and cer- 


| tain drugs, and then you will be able 


to do it (put the bag over your head).” 
Bill has a handy chart put out by 
the Hemlock Society: “Drug Dosage 


Table For Use in Self Deliverance 
| from Terminal Illness.” It includes 


drugs such as Codeine, Vali- 
um, and Phenobarbital, 
how much a person would 
have to take of each, and 
what drugs might have to be 
combined for a lethal dose. 

“The problem is in get- 
ting these drugs,” says Bill. 
“T haven't started collecting 
pills. I feel good. I don’t feel 
sick. My doctor has said, 
‘Bill, if you are normal, 
you'll have two more good 
years, and then start to go 
down hill; but you may have 
several years.’” 

One way to get the pills, 
Bill’s decided, is to tell doc- | 
tors he’s nervous before | 
going on one of the many | 
trips he and his wife, Eli- 
nore, take. “But I don’t 
know how long they’ll be 
potent,” he says. 

I am hoping the Oct. 8 
debate in Andover between 
the former surgeon general 
of the United States, C. 
Everett Koop, and ABC 
News Medical Editor Dr. 
Timothy Johnson will shed some light 
on the subject for me. I’ve been read- 
ing their book, Let’s Talk, which has a 
chapter on euthanasia, and the two 
certainly are thoughtful, loving and 
spiritual. (The debate begins at 7 p.m. 
at Cochran Chapel at Phillips Acade- 
my. Tickets are available at the 
Andover Book Store and the Andover 
School of Montessori, the sponsor of 
the event with Phillips Academy.) 

A few years ago when my Golden 
Retriever was clearly at the end of her 
happy and comfortable life, I took her 
to my caring veterinarian, and while 
my son and I stood behind Ethel, hold- 
ing her and loving her, and offering 
her paw to the doctor, he gave her an 
injection in her leg and she slowly 
made her way to the ground, like a cir- 
cus elephant is how I remember it. It 
was a peaceful death. 

We did the same for Jack, my cat, 
whose kidneys had failed. A shot in 
the arm, and Jack had a quick and, I 
hope, painless death. 

But what about Bill and me? Can 
you imagine having to put a bag over 
your head to suffocate yourself to 
relieve your suffering? 

It will be three years ago this com- 
ing January that I was diagnosed with 
breast cancer for the second time. 
During treatment — mastectomy, 
chemotherapy and radiation - there 
were a few times when I felt bad 
enough to realize that if I felt that way 
all the time, I’d be ready to die. 

Today I speak before groups, offer- 
ing hope and help to those going

through cancer. There are ways to 
deal with cancer treatment. There are 
life-changing lessons you learn when 
you're going through it, and even after 
treatment. 

Still, there is the fear. 

“What are you most afraid of, Bill?” 

“That I'll be a burden on my family 
and my wife. And pain.” 

Me too. 

Vye Gabler, one of the women in 
Lisa Adelsberger’s and my book, Liv- 
ing With Breast Cancer, used to say 
she hoped she’d die on one of the days 
when she was ready, and not on one 
when she wasn’t. 

Me too. 

Vye died Saturday, Sept. 13. I pray 
she was ready. 

I used to be sure I favored legal doc- 
tor-assisted suicide. Now I am not so 
sure. I am afraid making mercy 
killing legal will cheapen life. I am 
afraid some families will use euthana- 
sia to knock off a rich daddy, or to 
lessen their own pain and suffering 
from watching Aunt Alice’s suffering, 
when the latter may accept that state 
and not be ready to die. 

Plus, I watched my father die of 
lung cancer under the care and loving 
guidance of hospice. I actually believe 
that if hospice were more available to 
all of us, that most of us would be able 
to die that way — with dignity, medi- 
cated sufficiently to alleviate suffering 
and with our loved ones nearby. 

This need to collect pills and to be 
allowed to legally kill ourselves if it

A compost conflict 


Editor, Townsman: 

The lack of planning, analysis, management, con- 
trol and most of all, just plain common sense in solv- 
ing some of Andover’s problems would be amusing if 
if were not so frustrating. 

No, I am not referring to the high school, as that is 
beyond all hope at this late stage. I am referring to the 
compost area in West Andover where residents are 

supposed to dump leaves and grass clippings only. 

The operation works quite well in spring and fall 
when the gate is open and two very pleasant ladies 
monitor and direct traffic. The rest of the year is a dis- 
aster. 

There are numerous signs reminding people that 
the area is open from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. for Andover resi- 
dents, asking them to carry their debris to the pad, to 
empty all plastic bags, not to block the gate, etc. There 
is also a sign threatening a fine of up to $3,000 for a 
first offense and up to $100,000 for subsequent viola- 
tions. This latter sign tells me someone has a great 
sense of humor. 

How can any member of Andover management 
have lived in Massachusetts for more than 30 days 
without realizing that people either can’t read, don’t 
read, don’t care or take delight in violating rules with- 
out being caught? 

This trait of ignoring signs has been the subject of 
newspaper articles, editorials and numerous car- 
toons. People ignore signs like Yield, Stop, Exit Only, 
No Right Turn and Left Turn Only. Many park illegal- 
ly in Handicapped Only or Fire Lane spaces to save 
walking a few feet. Perish the thought they would 
walk 10 yards with a bag of debris. They won’t walk 10 
feet to return a grocery carriage to a corral. They 
apparently need to save their energy so they can go 
jogging later. 

Yet management ignores this behavior and designs 
an area so even those who might comply find it 
almost impossible to do so. 

For most of the year, the entrance is closed by an 
iron pipe gate built so the two sides swing inward 
from the center. It appears built to stop a World War II 
Sherman tank. The real problem, however, is that the 
opening where the two wings meet is not large 
enough to admit any known human. There are small 
openings at either side large enough to enter. 

However, they stay open only until some of the 
aforementioned “illiterates” start dumping debris in

the openings until they are completely closed. Besides 
leaves and grass clippings, this debris includes 
branches, small trees and full plastic bags. When the 
openings become impassable, debris is dumped over 
the gate and, finally, in front of it, or wherever it is 
convenient. A payloader is needed to clear the area 
before the gate can be opened. 

I have monitored this situation for the last 30 days. 
It takes only three or four days after cleanup before 
the entrances are not passable again. Recently I drove 
by slowly and saw an elderly female, who either 
wanted to obey the rules or was afraid of the fine, 
crawling under the gate on her hands and knees drag- 
ging a bag behind her. (I was too late to offer help.) 

In fairness to some residents, I should note they 
probably have little choice except to dump outside 
the gate. Do the town fathers really believe anyone 
with a pickup truck full of grass clippings is going to 
take one shovel full at a time and climb inside the 
gate? Do they believe once all access is blocked that 
latecomers will take their debris home and return 
another day? 

There is probably no perfect solution to this situa- 
tion, but a few changes might help. 

First, redo the gate so there is an opening in the 
center large enough so a person of reasonable girth 
can enter with a bag of debris — but not large enough 
for a vehicle. 

A better solution, which would also solve the prob- 
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lem of a loaded vehicle, would be to keep the area 
open during the summer months - at least on week- 
ends. It could be open seven days a week for four 
months at minimal cost by using the senior citizen 
“volunteers,” who are paid the magnificent sum of $5 
per hour. Estimating 120 days at eight hours per day 
would cost $4,800 minus the current cost of sending a 
payloader and operator to clean up once or twice a 
week, 

If that is too much for the town fathers to absorb, it 
could at least be kept open Saturday and Sunday for 
about $1,280. Just to open the door, I will volunteer 20 
hours of monitoring at no charge. Not that I would 
sneer at $100, but I will not demean what little talent I 
may have by working for such a pittance, while the 
Selectmen who are distributing this largess to senior 
citizens are probably charging $75 and up per hour 
for whatever they do. 

It amuses me to hear how much progress Andover 
has made over the years as taxes rise (mine have 
risen 400 percent). Some residents may recall when 
the town made the rounds with a vacuum-shredder 
and sucked up all leaves at curbside. (Last fall I 
hauled more than 60 bags to the compost pile). There 
was also a chipper that made the rounds. It could 
handle twigs and branches up to about four inches. I 
have heard that machine sits somewhere, unused for 
lack of parts. It should be repaired or a new one pur- 
chased and stationed at the compost area. The chips 
could be sold or made available at no charge as is now 
done with compost. Instead we must either pay a pri- 
vate contractor or bundle the twigs and branches 
neatly for disposal on trash day. Real progress. 

If the town manager or any selectman will bag my 
leaves and neatly package my branches, I will be very 
happy to pay him $5 per hour or the prevailing mini- 
mum wage, whichever is greater. Currently I cannot 
hire teenagers at those wages. 

I do not expect anything to be done as a result of 
the above, but as they say, “hope springs eternal in 
the human breast.” A teenager recently wrote, 
“Andover does not listen to teenagers.” 

She should not feel badly - they seldom listen to 
anybody. Witness the School Committee now holding 
closed-door meetings to keep taxpayers in the dark. 
They must be planning another project like the high 
school. If so, may the Lord have mercy on the taxpay- 
ers — town management certainly has none.

‘building like crazy’

As an enthusiastic supporter of Habi- 
tat for Humanity, I was happy to see the 
feature on Barbara Spencer, and your 
column lauding volunteers (“A special, 
‘working’ vacation,” Townsman, August 
28). 

* her interview, Barbara mentioned 
having worked in the past on a home 
built by HFH in Lawrence. I would like 
to let the Townsman ’s readers know that 
Greater Lawrence Habitat for Humanity 
is still alive, well and building like 
crazy. In fact, as of this Fall, GLHFH will 
have housed a total of 28 working, low- 
income families in Lawrence. Not bad, 
for 11 years of volunteer building. 

As an affiliate, GLHFH doesn’t 
receive money from its international 
“parent.” This local organization 
depends upon the generosity of local 
people, churches, clubs, businesses and 


foundations for funding, and for in-kind 
contributions of labor and materials. It 
takes a fair amount of cash — about 
$50,000 per unit — to build a home. 

It also takes an enormous number of 
hands - approximately 1,000 volunteers 
(including the prospective homeowners, 
whose work is their down payment) to 
construct each building. But beyond the 
nail-pounding and paint-splashing, 
GLHFH also uses volunteers to help fam- 
ilies make the transition from renters to 
homeowners, to write grant applications 
and fund-raising copy, to lick envelopes, 
to set up special events, to help manage 
business aspects — in short, the organiza- 
tion can use just about any skill an indi- 
vidual might have to donate. 

So, if you’re a skilled carpenter who 
can spare a Saturday every month or 
two, or even once or twice a year, 
GLHFH would love to meet you. If you 
just like to sweep floors or slap paint on 
walls, the volunteer coordinator can cer- 
tainly find a place for you on a team. 

But be assured that hammers, paint- 


brushes or brooms aren’t the only tools 

you can use to give your less fortunate 

neighbors a roof over their heads.

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PictureTel profits 
take a plunge 


PictureTel has “restated” its earnings 
for three quarters in 1996 and 1997. after 
a review of finances revealed a few bad 
deals that cut expected revenue by 
about 5 percent. 

According to PictureTel spokesman 
Kevin Flanagan, the company con- 
ducted an internal audit and found a 
few deals for which they hadn’t been 
paid, so they adjusted reported earnings 
for the third and fourth quarters of 1996 
and the first quarter of 1997. 

Fiscal year 1997 revenues are down 
by about $1.5 million or 35 percent less 
profit before taxes expected for the first 
quarter. 

Fiscal year 1996 revenues were down 
by $12 million, or 6-8 percent less profit 
before taxes than expected, according to 
a PictureTel report. 

Flanagan said while the adjustment 
was relatively small, PictureTel man- 
agement felt obligated to its sharehold- 
ers to report it. Shares values have 
reportedly fallen 56 percent this year, 

Flanagan said the deals that fel] 
through were in no way related to 
industry trends. For example, someone 
planning to use the system overseas 
doesn’t have the long-distance phone 
line technology in yet to make the sys- 
tem work, which is probably a tempo- 
rary problem, he said. 

PictureTel, which designs and manu- 
factures expensive, industrial-strength 
video conferencing equipment, does not 
compete with Internet services that pro- 
vide conferencing, he said. 

“It’s like expecting a football team to 
win the (baseball) pennant,” he said. 
“We don’t consider the low end of the 
market our direct competition,” he said. 

In late October the company plans to 
release FY 1997 third quarter results 
and final restatement results including 
the affects of acquiring MultiLink, Inc. 
in a pooling of interests in July, 1997, 
the report said.

Former officer Sunderland now Attorney Sunderland

A former Andover police officer who 
spent several years battling with the town 
in court for a full disability retirement 
pension, is now fighting court cases for 


others, 


Fred W. Sunderland Jr., of River Road. 


has hung his law shin- 
gle at 599 Canal St., 
Lawrence. A police offi- 
cer for 21 years, Sun- 
derland was admitted 
to the federal bar this 
month, and to the state 
bar in December 

After receiving an 
accounting degree 
from the then-Universi- 
ty of Lowell in 1986, 
Sunderland says he 
graduated from Mas- 
Sachusetts School of 
Law in 1996. 

“I was always inter- 
ested in law. I had con- 
templated going to law 
school for a number of 
years,” he says. 

Sunderland says his 
interest in law was not 
sparked by the series of 
cases and appeals 
between himself and 
the town. He and the 
town were mired in 
court proceedings for 
nearly eight years. 

“I don’t think (that 
had anything to do 
with his law school 
decision). Even before 
that commenced, I was 
toying with the idea of 
going to law school,” 
he says. 

Sunderland lives on 
River Road with his 
son, Fred, and daugh- 
ter, Joan, both stu- 
dents. 

The long court his- 
tory between the town 
of Andover and its for- 
mer officer began in 
the late 1980s. 

Sunderland went on 
leave from the police 
department in 1988 
because of stress, 
according to court -doc- 
uments. In 1989, his 
involuntary accidental 
disability retirement 
claim was denied by 
the Andover Retire- 
ment Board after a

Speaking from the ABC studios in New 
York, Johnson says that “aside from the actual 
content of the discussion, we want to model the 
fact that you can have substantive disagree- 
ments and still respect one another and remain 
friends — that you can agree to disagree.” 

That friendship began more than 10 years 
ago, in April, 1987, when Johnson conducted a 
lengthy interview with Koop for a profile on 
the ABC newsmagazine 20/20. Koop was then 
surgeon general in the Reagan administration. 

“We went nonstop for about three hours,” 
Johnson recalls, ‘and we learned to enjoy one 
another’s company.” 

Later that evening, the two attended a White 
House correspondents dinner. “We discovered 
then and in a continuing friendship that we 
have many similar interests, including medi- 
cal, career and family,” Johnson says, “but we 
found that we differ slightly, or sometimes sig- 
nificantly, on a number of issues.” 

The two enjoyed discussing those issues 
privately for several years, and then decided to 
record their thoughts in Let’s Talk. Since then, 
Johnson says, the two have discussed the 
issues raised in their book at about a dozen 
public forums. 

Something else they have in common is 
faith. Johnson is an ordained minister who 
serves as assisting minister of the Community 
Covenant Church in West Peabody. Koop, who 
was surgeon-in-chief of Children’s Hospital of 
Philadelphia for 33 years and is now a profes- 
sor of surgery at Dartmouth Medical School, is 
also an outspoken Christian. 

In the introduction to their book, the two 
say that, “for both of us, the Bible is the prima- 
ry source of guidance in daily living. And we

both see the life and teachings of Jesus as an 
inspiring model for compassion and courage.” 

At their public forums, Johnson says audi- 
ence questions and reactions are “all over the 
map, which reflects our wide range of views 
on the subjects.” 

He says the two don’t plan a specific agen- 
da, and that generally leads to a “freewheeling 
discussion.” 

Johnson says his own view, that assisted 
suicide should remain technically illegal while 
being allowed under strict guidelines, hasn’t 
changed much since the writing of the book. 

“It’s hard to get anything really definitive 
out of the Dutch experience,” he says of the 
country where euthanasia is regularly prac- 
ticed, “but there was a recent article in the 
New England Journal of Medicine that indi- 
cates it has not gotten out of hand.” 

Johnson says he cautiously favors the situa- 
tion in the Netherlands, where assisted sui- 
cide remains technically illegal, but the medi- 
cal community has agreed on certain guide- 
lines under which it will be allowed. “If you 
follow the guidelines, you won’t be prosecut- 
ed,” he says. 

Koop’s response, in the book, is to note that 
if assisted suicide in the U.S. rises to the level 
it is in the Netherlands, there would be more 
than 64,000 such deaths a year. 

Johnson agrees, “we should always be wor- 
ried,” about so-called “slippery slope” issues. 

But he notes that most Americans agree, 
and the law already provides, for people to 
refuse medical treatment. 

“Those who favor (assisted suicide) argue 
that they should be able to arrange their own 
death, with the same net effect (as refusing 
treatment). That doesn’t mean the right to 
demand that doctors do it,” he adds, “but it is 
Just one step beyond the refusal of treatment, 
and does give people some control of their 
lives, medically speaking.”

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Star Market puts on its organic face

While some shoppers had 
difficulty reaping one of Wild 
Harvest’s 180 parking spaces 
during the new supermarket’s 
inaugural day Tuesday, hun- 
dreds of them managed to 
pluck bushels full of groceries. 

With a police detail and gro- 
cery employees directing traf- 
fic, Andover’s natural-foods 
Supermarket opened for its 
first full day Sept. 23. 

The Railroad Street store 
plans to open every weekday at 
6:30 a.m. to catch the early 
commuter traffic. It will be 
open 6:30 a.m. to 9 p.m. week- 
days, 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. Saturdays 
and 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. Sundays. 

Andover’s Wild Harvest 
Market employs 50 full-time 
and 120 part-time workers and 
sells both organic, all-natural 
foods and traditional, pack- 
aged grocery-store items. 

This is a store that sells 
“wheat-grass shooters,” an 
earthy liquid-like substance 
with gargantuan vitamin lev- 
els, alongside Drake’s Hal- 
loween Funny Bones, a choco- 
late cake and orange-cream- 
like substance with Polysor- 
bate 60 and carnauba wax. 

Parent company Star Mar- 
ket came up with the idea for 
Wild Harvest on the advice of 
focus groups, says Josh 
Kruger, Wild Harvest vice 
president. 

These groups told Star Mar- 
ket representatives a few years 
back that people wanted the 
chance to buy organic, natural 
foods, but hated having to trav- 
el to another store to pick up 
other items such as disposable 
diapers. Out of these discus- 
sions Wild Harvest — a store 
that sells both — began to take 
root. 

In the biased words of Star 
Market and Wild Harvest CEO 
Henry Nasella, “It’s truly the 
best of both worlds.” 

Built near the difficult Rail- 
road and North Main streets 
intersection, the 30,000 square- 


foot building is only the fourth 
Wild Harvest store, although 
10 are scheduled to be built by 
the end of 1998, says Kruger. 

Tuesday’s opening appeared 
to run smoothly, but it took 
some last minute negotiations 
to get the store opened on time. 
After North Main Street resi- 
dents complained that the road 
changes and traffic lights 
installed for the store made it 
difficult for them to exit their 
driveways, selectmen asked 
Wild Harvest to find a solution. 

The company talked with 
some residents and agreed to 
extend one man’s driveway to 
make it easier for him and his 
family to pull onto North Main 
Street. 

“We gave him a commit- 
ment in writing that we would 
do it,” says Kruger. “We want 
to cooperate with the commu- 
nity, and we will do whatever 
we need to do. We went the 
extra mile (because) we didn’t 
want to enter the community 
on a negative note.” 

In exchange, selectmen 
turned on the traffic light and 
allowed the store to open. 
Kruger says if the store needs a 
police detail to control traffic it 
will pay for one in Andover as 
it has for other stores. 

The Andover store is about 
half the size of a Star Market 
superstore, but typically sized 
for a Wild Harvest. 

A sign at the front of the 
store Tuesday greeted shop- 
pers with “Today you’ll find 
104 organic fruits and vegeta- 
bles.” 

“Produce is really the signa- 
ture department of the store,” 
says Kruger. “Typically, it will 
be in the range of 90 to 110 
organic items.” 

Wild Harvest also offers 
food in bulk. “The great thing 
about it is you can pick the size 
of the product and you’re not 
paying for the marketing cost,” 
says Christine Davitt, store 
manager. 

As for price, Kruger says the

store will not keep changing 
the price of items like cola 
from $1.29 to 79 cents per bottle 
as some stores do, but will keep 
items at an everyday price, 
such as 2-liter cola bottles for 
99 cents. 

Wild Harvest’s meat depart- 
ment sells products that are 
more pricey than in typical 
markets, but only sells meat 
from animals that were not 
injected with hormones. “It’s 
more expensive but in taste 
tests, it’s phenomenal,” Kruger 
says. “People will pay a little 
more for a steak here, but once 
they try it, they’re hooked.” 

Besides a seafood section, 
the store also has a coffee 
stand, a juice bar, a sushi 
place, areas that sell prepared 
foods for breakfast, lunch and 
dinner, a flower shop and a 
counter that has about 300 dif- 
ferent types of cheese. There’s 
even a “wok bar,” a cart with 
items a shopper selects for 
$4.99 per pound, and then 
watches a wok man stir and 
cook his or her individual 
meal. 

The back of the store has a 
from-scratch bakery that uses 
chlorophyll, turmeric or rasp- 
berries to color the frosting 
green, yellow or red. In the 
middle of the store is a nutri- 
tion and body care section 


where regis- 
tered dieti- 
tians will 
come to offer 
advice Thurs- 
days, Fridays 
and = Satur- 
days, says 
Kruger. Peo- 
ple can buy 
liquid herbs 
on tap, alter- 
native 
medicine 
items, books, 
or even Wild 
Harvest cloth- 
ing there. 

“ae the 
phenomenon 
like the Hard 
Rock Cafe,” 
says Kruger. 

What 
remains to be 
seen is how 
Wild Har- 
vest’s sales 
will affect the 
sales of other 
downtown 
businesses. Some are con- 
cerned that the large grocery 
will sap some clientele, while 
others believe traffic may dis- 
courage people on a limited 
lunch hour from visiting the 
store. 

But at least one business is

nel administration and asked for an extension. He 
Says Hartnett said he would make a ruling on the list 
soon. 

“It’s four days late beyond the deadline,” says Sen. 
O’Brien. “The question is, is there anything in the law 
to allow (personnel administration) to extend the 
deadline four days. 

“It does affect these people one way or another. I’ve 
asked the DPA (to help). I believe it’s 10 people.” 

Town manager Buzz Stapezynski says the town has 
not received anything in writing from the state verify- 


ing the town has missed a deadline, and he vows the 
town will fight to get the 10 people on the list certified. 

“We have 10 people who we think are absolutely 
qualified and we think they should be certified,” he 
Says. “We've been working on this (certification pro- 
cess) for months. It’s not something we just cooked up. 
(The state) is taking the position we haven’t dotted all 
the Is and crossed all the Ts. The fight isn’t over.” 

Though he does not know the effects of a missed 
deadline, O’Brien acknowledges the concern is that 
the town might have to start fresh with a new list. If 
that happened, the fear is those on the list the longest 
could potentially be given the same treatment as 
someone who had just passed the exam this year. 

“IT would imagine that is the fear,” says O’Brien, 


“that if this list is not certified, then the people who 
are on it are put in real limbo after waiting on this list 
for a long time.” 

But Sen. O’Brien emphasized he does not know 
what the effect of a missed deadline will be. 

Those with greater knowledge of the certification 
procedure, such as Chief James Johnson, Lt. Phillip 
Froburg, Det. Lt. John Houlihan, and town personnel 
director Candace Hall did not return phone calls 
Tuesday and Wednesday. Officials from ihe state 
Department of Personnel Administration also had 
not returned calls by deadline. 

Some police officers, however, say privately that 
the town has had trouble meeting Civil Service regu- 
lations in the past.

Rothstein’s company, Environmental 
Futures Inc., could make up to $1.25 
million if the amended services agree- 
ment were supported by all 23 NESWC 
communities, 

Quickly responding to the Cera- 
soli’s comments Tuesday, Robert 
Moroney, NESWC board of directors 
chairman, supported negotiation work 
to date, said NESWC doesn’t recom- 
mend the “blank check” retrofit pro- 
posal, and called Rothstein’s incentive 
agreement “essential in maximizing 
Savings for the (NESWC) communi- 
ties.” 

Cerasoli’s remarks lost some of 
their potential zing because Acton, one 
of the NESWC communities, has 
already voted against the amended 
agreement. MRI had said all NESWC 
communities had to support the new 
agreements for the trash-to-energy 
plant to go forward with them. 

But Cerasoli still recommends that 
other NESWC communities like 
Andover should vote against any 
future amended contracts that have 
agreements such as those discussed in 
the most recent negotiations. 

He says an incentive, such as the 
one that could have paid Rothstein’s 
firm as much as $1.25 million, should 
not be a part of any future negotia- 
tions. 

“This office believes that such an 
incentive arrangement raises a con- 
flict of interest on the part of the execu- 
tive director (Rothstein), whose com- 
pany stands to gain financially from 
the signing of contracts,” says Cerasoli 

The IG added, “the financial 
arrangement in question provides an 
incentive for the executive director to 
obtain approval from the communities 
of contracts whether or not they (the 
contracts) are in the communities’ 
best interest.” 

Rothstein declined to comment, but 
he did provide the Townsman with the 
NESWC Board of Directors’ written 
response to Cerasoli. 

In the letter Chairman Moroney 
says the incentive to Rothstein was 
based on savings to NESWC communi- 
ties, and could not exceed 7.5 percent 
of those verified savings. 

“The incentive proposal was dis- 
cussed and approved by the entire 


Planning board members voted

Now 
that’s being questioned. But in Roth- 
Stein’s defense he may have done noth- 
ing legally wrong.” 

Selectmen Chairman Jerry Silver- 
man says when it came to making a 
decision about voting for a new trash- 
disposal contract, “For the most part 
we were relying on (Rothstein) and 
whatever (DPW director) Bob 
McQuade could come up with.” 

But he says the IG’s report will 
cause the town to look at the incen- 
tives available to Rothstein. “I don’t 
agree with anyone working both sides 
of the aisle,” he says. 


Other recommendations 
Cerasoli also suggests that in future 
negotiations, Andover and other 
NESWC communities should not give 
up their rights to sue for existing 
claims, to inspect the facility, or to 
audit MRI’s records without receiving 


lems at the site were not addressed. 

According to Senior Planner Laura 
DeGroot, flooding and sewer backups 
have been a problem on that site dur- 
ing past storms, the report said. 

“To not address these concerns in 
this application before the Planning 
Board goes against the whole purpose 
of filing a ‘Planned Development” she 
said.

Cerasoli says that while MRI asked 
for $43 million to bring the facility in 
compliance with those standards, 
there was no guarantee that the 
retrofit would actually solve the prob- 
lem 

“Without such a guarantee, the 
retrofit agreement amounts to a blank 
check,” he says. 

In response, NESWC’s Moroney 
Says the board of directors has “never 
accepted the preliminary scope of the 
proposed retrofit because of ... (the) 
lack of firm guarantee on what was 
included in the $43 million capital 
number.” 

He says Rothstein has sent numer- 
ous letters to the trash facility repre- 
sentatives about this issue, and also 
notes that when negotiations started, 
MRI was asking for $66 million. 

“After extensive consideration by 
the board of directors, we felt the $43 
million was the best we were able to 
do under the current negotiating 
strategy,” says Moroney. “NESWC 
would not have agreed to any price if 
(MRI’s parent company) had not pro- 
vided additional guarantees.” 

Rothstein adds that communities’ 
votes on the retrofit agreement 
would not have bound them to sign 
the agreement.

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Acton saved town 


from a ‘bad deal’ 


Some Andover officials say the town of 
Acton may have saved them face by decid- 
ing to defeat the amended North East Solid 
Waste Committee agreement that was 
slammed Monday by the state’s Inspector 
General. 

Selectman Bill Downs says he and his fel- 
low selectmen seemed ready to approve the 
amended agreement negotiated by NESWC 
before Acton made their vote unn 

Andover officials never voted because 
Massachusetts Refusetech, Inc., NESWC’s 
trash-to-energy facility, said it would not use 
the amending agreement unless all of the 
NESWC communities agreed to it by Sept. 
30 


“All the information we received up to 
that time (Monday) was that the basic differ- 
ence was it was going to save us some mon- 
ey,” says Selectmen Chairman Jerry Silver- 
man. “It (the Acton vote) could have saved 
us some embarrassment.” 

“T'm kind of glad Acton shot it down now | 
because I think we would have entered an 
agreement that wasn’t beneficial to the 
town,” says State Representative Barry 
Finegold. “The town of Acton might have 
saved us.” 

Besides Acton, Rep. Finegold lauds the 
group Concerned Andover Residents for the 
Environment because he says the group 
brought to light some of what he believes are 
serious contractual problems, 

“T give a lot of credit to the people-for-the- 
environmental group, CARE. They pointed 
out the problem,” he says. “I honestly was 
(in favor of the amending agreement) until I 
met with this group and they raised the 
point of why can’t we inspect the place.” 

Although the amended agreement has 
been shot down, the expensive existing trash 
disposal agreement remains. Finegold says a 
Proposition 2% override would be needed to 
fund Andover’s trash costs by the year 2002. 

“There's a big problem coming down the 
road for this town and it’s because of this 
bad contract we have,” he says. “Why can’t 
we see the bottom line? Why can’t we see a 
copy of their (MRI’s) balance sheets. If 
they’re legitimately losing money, that’s 
fine, but I don’t think they are.” 

He says he’s working to get some relief 
from the state, or to get the state to agree to 
void the contract. 

“(Attorney General Scott) Harshbarger is 
committed to examining every single possi- 
ble item to try to break the contract, and the 
Inspector General is as well,” says Finegold. 

“It’s a bad deal. It’s been a bad deal from 
day one,” says Finegold. “My goal is to shut 
that plant down and get this town up to 50 
percent recycling.” 

Worcester is up to 64 percent recycling, 
he says, and he believes Andover could do 
the same “instead of burning our trash and 
causing all sorts of health problems.” 

But not everyone is so sure. 

“I have difficulty believing - and I’m a 
recycler — that we could ever get up to the 
level we'd need,” says Silverman. 

While Finegold says the town should con- 
sider charging people 25 cents per garbage 
bag to promote recycling, Silverman says 
when Andover last considered such a fee, 

the selectmen were overwhelmed by the 
town’s negative response.

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Planners draw line on Sterling Oakes

For the third time, 
Andover developer Richard 
E. Rubino has withdrawn his 
plan from the Planning Board 
for a subdivision on Rocky 
Hill Road known as Sterling 
Oakes. 

The planners unanimously 
voted to accept Rubino’s 
request to withdraw without 

‘ prejudice, but denied his 
request for a waiver of filing 
fees if he were to apply again. 

After the meeting, Rubino 
said he plans to address the 
board’s concerns and file a 
new plan at a later date. Fil- 
ing fees for an 11-lot subdivi- 
Sion — the same size as the last 
plan he submitted — would be 
more than $17,000, he said. 

Board members com- 
plained that they have 
endured countless revisions to 
the plan, plus two withdrawals 
and resubmissions, including 
one with three extensions of a 
filing fee waiver. 

“It was always a moving 
target,” said Chairman 
Michael Miller of the plan. 

Planning Director Stephen 


Colyer advised Rubino to 
address a number of issues 
before submitting a new plan, 
including proof that he is eli- 
gible to develop the property. 

“This is ad nauseum. 
We've all had it,” he said. 

Rubino agreed. “I was put 
through tremendous rigor to 
get here,” he said. 

But Miller was not sympa- 
thetic. And neither were some 
Rocky HII] Road residents, for 
reasons of their own. 

Neighbors who believe the 
developer is not a legitimate 
businessman say they don’t 
understand why the Planning 
Board would consider the pro- 
ject in the first place. 

Nicola Pangonis, a Salem 
attorney and daughter of 
Andover resident Richard 
Pangonis, has been working 
with her father to derail Rubi- 
no’s plan. 

Nicola Pangonis provided 
information she said showed 
Rubino’s development corpo- 
ration was not a legally regis- 
tered entity, and that he did 
not have legal authority to 
develop the property.

Andover leaders are continuing to blame 
the state’s school building assistance program 
for much of the trouble with the Andover 
High School construction project. As evi- 
dence, they point to other communities that 
are also having trouble with school building 
projects. 

State Representative Barry Finegold says 
sO many towns have had problems that he is 
now confident the state building program will 
be altered. 

“This thing’s definitely happening,” he 
said, Tuesday. “There really are going to be 
changes. The problems that Andover has are 
not unique.” 

Local officials have a number of complaints 
about the current system, including the 
requirement that communities select the low 
bidder for all contracts. If they could choose 
among the lowest two or three bidders, they 
argue that they could choose the most quali- 
fied contractor, which might then save money 
in the long run. 

Finegold told selectmen a Similar tale Mon- 
day night. “What happened in Andover is hap- 
pening all over the place. So it has to be the 
State (program),” he said. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski quickly 
agreed, saying, “You’re right. We’re not the 
only ones.” 

Stapczynski has come under fire in town 
because of all the problems with the high 
school project, which is more than $3 million 
over budget and 18 months behind schedule. 

Before the previous regular selectmen’s 
meeting, Stapezynski distributed a Cape Cod 
newspaper article that showed Chatham was 
having problems with a middle school project. 
Like Andover, Chatham was threatened with 
a delayed opening of a school because of con- 
siruction issues, and the contractor, town offi- 
Cials and the architect were at odds with each 
other.

Chatham was called in default of its contract 
for missing a deadline, and Chatham’s con- 
tract imposes monetary penalties for missed 
deadlines.

Big city? 

Construction of new business offices has 
also attacted attention from selectmen recent- 
ly. 

While the business boom in Andover has 
been greeted with smiles and open arms by 
many town officials, some residents continue 
to worry that Andover may lose its small- 
town character, 

“Td like to speak about the industrializa- 
tion of Andover,” said Larry Bruce, of Chan- 
dler Road, at the selectmen’s last regular 
meeting, Sept. 8. 

Comparing the industrialization to 
asbestos and tobacco, Bruce said, “We now 
know what looks good initially may not 
always be good.” He suggested the town need- 
ed better planning, and questioned why some 
residents are moving away from Andover. 

Later in the evening, others took up 
Bruce’s argument about the importance of 
planning, after several North Main Street res- 
idents complained that the new design of 
North Main Street, caused by the opening of 
Wild Harvest, would make it unsafe to exit 
their driveways. 

“This is making (Bruce’s) point without 
him saying anything. This is an example of a 
rush to development with poor planning or no 
planning,” said Denis Ryan, of Chestnut 
Street. “His point about Chandler Road is 
being made without him.” 

Ryan also wondered if officials had consid- 
ered how the overflow of cars from Wild Har- 
vest would affect nearby streets that people 
might use to bypass the traffic. 

Selectmen this week said that problems 
between North Main Street residents and 
Wild Harvest had been settled.

grams than public schools. For example, she 
favors an “extended day program” where 
Students have various lesson-related activi- 
ties after the academic day to reinforce the 
lessons in a new way. 

The school would be funded in part by pri- 
vate fund raising and in part by contribu- 
tions from the town — about $6,000 per pupil. 

The first year a student attends the char- 
ter school, the state will reimburse the town 
100 percent of what it was required to pay, 
Dalton says. 

The second year, that reimbursement 
drops to 60 percent, and the third year 40 per- 
cent, until the community is required to 
fund those students out of its own budget. 

The charter school can also compete with 
public schools for gcvernment grant money, 
she says. 

Final applications are due into the state 
by early December, and fina] results are 
offered in February 1998, Dalton says.

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The state of the economy 


Local experts express views 


By Joyce Crane 


Recently the Townsman approached 
senior executives from several local 
banks with the following question: 
How do you see the economy of 1997 
and what do you foresee for 1998? 
Below are their responses. 


Gerald T. Mulligan 
President & Chief 
Executive Officer 
Andover Bank 


Gerald Mulligan is a 
bank president with a 
historian’s perspective. 
He sees today’s local 
economy as rosy and 
healthy but character- 
izes his outlook for 1998 as “hopefully opti- 
mistic.” Loan requests for business expan- 
sion are up, he notes, as are requests for 
construction loans, particularly in the Riv- 
er Road area where Putnam Investments 
has just completed a new facility and some 
developers are building on speculation. 
Manufacturers are borrowing more lines of 
credit and delinquencies are down in home 
mortgage and home equity payments. All of 
this activity reflects a high level of con- 
sumer confidence, says Mr. Mulligan. 

“When people feel secure in their jobs 
and in their investments, they go out and 


spend. It’s all cyclical,” he adds, pointing 
out that this has been the second or third 
longest cycle of prosperity in the history of 
the country. 

“All serial indications of financial well- 
ness support consumer confidence. But this 
is fragile. I worry about a sharp downturn 
in the financial market caused by external 
events and (rising) interest rates. 

Economic activity is closely allied to 
consumer psychology. When confidence 
erodes, people stop spending.” 

Despite his caution, Mr. Mulligan cannot 
ignore the undeniable strengths of today’s 
economy. He remarks on how most 
economists are amazed at the steady, low 
inflation rate, despite a tightening labor 
market that could drive up wage rates and 
subsequently inflation. 

He does not, however, agree with some 
economists’ views that we’ve entered a new 
paradigm in which the old cycles of expan- 
sion, contraction, recession and depression 
no longer apply. 

“No one knows what may slow the econ- 
omy,” he cautions. “It could be the assassi- 
nation of a world leader or the rising price 
of oil. I don’t see any clouds on the horizon, 
but I look at history and know that it’s (the 
robust economy) gone on a long time. Your 
view of the world is greatly colored by your 
age and experience. I’ve been a banker a 
long time and I’ve seen a lot of cycles,” he 
says.

Leonard Wilson looks at the big picture 
when speculating about today’s local econo- 
my. He theorizes that its success comes 
from a resurgence in the housing market, 
the local presence of technology and service 
firms which provide jobs, a stable inflation 
rate, a skilled work force and a good trans- 
portation system. 

“Not only that, but also this is a nice 
place to live,” says Mr. Wilson. “We're close 
to the mountains, ocean, cultural events in 
Boston and Portsmouth. You can find a 
variety of housing prices, we have a good 
rail and bus service that allows commuters 
to spread, and we have available land for 
commercial expansion. 

“Among our successful industries are 
Malden Mills and Joan Fabrics, both pro- 
viding high quality, technologically superi- 
or products.” 

Mr. Wilson also points to the growing 
number of service industries in our area, 
which include Putnam Investments in 
Andover, Fidelity Investments in Boston 
and Merrimack, N.H., and Scudder Family 
of Funds in Boston. 

The Genetics Institute, a leading bio- 
pharmaceutical firm, and Smith and 
Nephew Endoscopy, a market leader in 
arthroscopy products, encompass the tech- 
nology sector, he notes. 


Large plant employers such as Lucent 
Technologies in North Andover and 
Raytheon in Andover provide jobs. 

Mr. Wilson predicts that things will con- 
tinue to unfold for 1998 at the same rate. He 
believes interest rates may rise slightly, but 
not significantly, and that the Federal 
Reserve will continue to act in a participa- 
tory manner by tweaking and fine-tuning 
the economy to keep it strong.

“We're sitting in a perfect economy,” she 
says. From an employment and inflation 
standard, it can’t get much better than 
this.” 

Ms. Walsh points to the low inflation 
rate, price stability, and the high employ-

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However, “trees can’t grow to the sky,” 
Mr. Parna warns. He believes the year will 
become more challenging as it goes along. 
He notes that the financial market is getting 
more nervous and it would be folly to 
assume the growth rate will continue. 

Inflation will rise three to four percent 
over the next few years and economic 
growth, both nationally and locally, will be 
more subdued. The primary reason for the 
slowdown is the labor shortage, he 
explains. Without an abundant workforce, 
businesses can’t grow. 

Other slowing factors include: A small 
rise in interest rates perhaps one-half 
point; the erosion of the stock market 
which will have a psychological effect on 
growth; and economic problems in foreign 
countries such as Thailand, Malaysia, and 
South Korea all experiencing troubled 
economies at present 

“All in all, I see the next 12 months as 
more challenging,” he says. “But I don’t 
foresee a recession. The market might take 
a hit, but it won’t be a huge one.”

izes the economy of 1997. For 1998 he fore- 
casts more of the same with perhaps a 
slight increase in interest rates at the begin- 
ning of the year and a correction in the 
stock market. 

“This whole economic expansion has 
been almost unique in how long it has last- 
ed,” says Mr. Hindle. “Our economy has 
been growing slowly and steadily. We’ve 
had no inflation like we experienced in the 
1970s and 1980s, and I don’t see any forebod- 
ing signs. 

“For the near term I feel pretty comfort- 
able.” 

Mr. Hindle spoke enthusiastically about 
the mutual fund industry, which, he says, 
has experienced phenomenal growth 
because of middle-aged baby boomers 
investing for retirement and college. 

“This has had a phenomenal impact on 
the economy,” he asserts. 

Mr. Hindle attributes the growth of the 
local economy to the fact that no one indus- 
try supports it. Unlike past decades when 
the shoe and textile industries drove the 
Merrimack Valley economy, the area now 
has businesses from many sectors bolster- 
ing it.

i Frank Kenney has

“We're benefiting from a good econo- 
my,” he owns. So much so, that if all goes 
according to plan, an Ipswich Bank branch 
may next appear in Danvers, Peabody, 
Methuen or Amesbury. 

“We feel the economy is robust here on 
the North Shore. It’s been beneficial to the 
bank in terms of deposit generation and 
loan volume,” he says. 

Why is the economy so strong? Stable 
interest rates have made it attractive for 
businesses to grow. This favorably impacts 
the community, he explains. 

The stock market is another favorable 
factor and a by-product of it has been the 
influx of financial service institutions to 
the area, he notes. Putnam Investments, 
Fidelity Investments, and Scudder Family 
of Funds are located locally and in Boston. 

The near future will bring more of the 
same. Interest rates will be stable, and the 
stock market will continue on its present 
phenomenal course, he predicts. 

“A lot of people have been waiting to see 
it falter, but that’s just not happening. 
There’s a lot of money out there. Because 
the economy is so good here, a lot of foreign 
investors are coming here. It’s the foreign 
money that’s helping to drive the market.”

If Donald Hicks lives 
by a credo it is “slow and 

steady growth.” A 
{ banker for almost 40 
“ years, he is a man com- 
mitted to the bank and the community he 
serves. 

“As a mutual bank, our goal is to make a 
profit, grow, and continue to meet the loan 
needs of the community,” he says. “Those 
banks who stick to their knitting and do 
what they do best will succeed in the long 
run.” 

The “long run” is a critical phrase to Mr. 
Hicks because he’s experienced good and 
bad economic periods firsthand. 

While he views today’s economy as 
strong, he is quick to recall the “false exu- 
berance of the 1980s when people believed 
things would “never go down again.” That 
philosophy, he believes, was just as wrong 
as the doomsayers of today who say the 
“sky is going to fall.” 

“If we continue to do what we’re doing, 
we'll have a nice steady growth,” he says. 

Mr. Hicks points to the newspaper want 
ads to underscore the growing job market. 
“Going back over 12 years of the want ad 
sections, the average number of jobs are 
still below where they were in the late 
1980s, but since 1994 there’s been a slow 
steady increase. This is a more solid growth

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of the labor market,” he says, paralleling 
the 1990s to the explosive and excessive 
1980s. 

He also views the steady, slow rise in the 
value of real estate as a good sign. “In the 
late 1980s, real estate values rose to 37 per- 
cent and then dropped. Over the last five 
years there’s been a steady growth of two to 
three percent per year.” 

Housing was looked at as an investment 
in the 1980s, but when the market fell, 
homeowners got burned, recalls Mr. Hicks. 
“As long as people see (housing) as shelter, 
they won’t be hurt,” should the value 
decrease. 

The coming year brings some concerns 
in Mr. Hicks’ view because the labor mar- 
ket is tightening and this could lead to price 
increases and inflation. However, he is con- 
fident that if growth remains steady, price 
pressures will not increase. 

Interest rates will not increase dramati- 
cally, he predicts, and the stock market will 
remain an area of opportunity as long as it’s 
regarded as a long-term investment .

deeply rooted in the community and under- 
stands its history, culture and diverse com- 
munities. 

He likens the “modest growth” of the 
local economy to the national one and 
points to the Lowell community as evi- 
dence. Home construction loans are up, 
large industries such as Ma Com Inc. and 
Joan Fabrics Corp. are doing well. Widely 
known businesses and institutions such as 
Barnes & Noble, Wang Laboratories and the 
University of Lowell occupy downtown 
Lowell office space. The city prides itself on 
having a semi-professional baseball and 
hockey team with weil attended games. Two 
colleges, the University of Lowell and Mid- 
dlesex Community College, comprise its 
heart. 

Mr. Daly predicts that 1998 will be a peri- 
od of low interest rate fluctuation, a contin- 
uing bull stock market, and plentiful jobs 
for skilled workers. 

He acknowledges that in a city such as 
Lowell, there is an underclass of unskilled 
workers that are drifting farther away from 
those trained for today’s labor needs. But, 
he stresses, the bank takes a leadership role 
in the community by hiring a diversified 
work force and donating funds to charitable 
institutions. Bank representatives speak 
publicly to local high school students in an 
effort to emphasize and promote education 
within the community.

Mr. Clancy has a clear 
and focused explanation 
as to why the Massachu- 
setts economy is ‘as good 
as we could hope for.” All 
the jobs lost in the early 1990s have been 
regained. 

Why? On the national level, he says, 
there are four industry sectors driving it, 
all of which we have here in Massachusetts 
and the Merrimack Valley in disproportion- 
ate share. They are technology, health care, 
biotechnology, and financial services. 
According to Mr. Clancy, the areas within 
Interstate 495 and the Route 128 highway 
(now part of Interstate 95), contain many 
businesses which fall into these categories. 
This enables us to reap the benefits of 
swelling job opportunities and business 
expansion. 

If he’s concerned about anything, it’s 
that employers will not be able to hire 
enough skilled workers. This may cause 
wage rates to increase and drive up the 
inflation rate. Overall, he sees the economy 
remaining strong over the next several 
years, especially within Massachusetts. 

“Interest rates will stay in a narrow 
range over the next year and a half,” he 
forecasts. “I think they’re more likely to go 
down than up.” He remains bullish on the 
stock market, although he predicts it will 
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continue on a volatile path. 

Mr. Clancy says he partially believes in 
the new paradigm theory, which holds that 
the economy is no longer following tradi- 
tional cycles of expansion, contraction, 
recession and depression. 

“But I don’t believe we’ll see the day 
when the economy doesn’t have inflation,” 
he notes. 

He sees the country’s business environ- 
ment as extremely productive because of 
our tremendous technological advances. 
This has made us a world leader and puts us 
ahead of Europe and Japan in the interna- 
tional stock market. 


Gerard H. Brandi 
President and Chief Executive Officer 
Mass Bank for Savings, Lowell 


Gerard H. Brandi is bullish on the econo- 
my and the stock market and foresees little 
change in the coming year. 

“It was an excellent year overall,” he 
exudes, pointing to the low unemployment 
rate, an upsurge in consumer confidence 
and a stock market with returns of at least 
15 percent. 

From a banking perspective, he says, 
interest rates for home mortgages and stu- 
dent loans will stay within a narrow range 
making it possible for more people to attain 
loaned money. 

“T don’t see anything on the horizon 
that’s going to change things,” he predicts. 
“The Fed Federal Reserve Bank) might 
increase rates later this year by one quarter 
of a point. But it won’t really effect things.”

Wayne Ayers 
Chief Economist 
BankBoston 


As the chief econo-mist of Bank- 
Boston, Wayne Ayers soars like an eagle 
to get a bird’s eye view of the economy. 
He swoops toward the Merrimack Val- 
ley for a local perspective, but for him, 
every local issue is globally connected. 

“After a deep and long recession dur- 
ing the 1990s, Massachusetts has 
rejoined the rest of the country,” he analyzes. “The imbal- 
ances of the economy are behind us. The Massachusetts 
unemployment rate is below the national average.” 

Why does Mr. Ayers focus on the unemployment rate to 
indicate the state of the economy? 

“This is what most people relate to,” he explains, call- 
ing it a coincident indicator. He believes that the labor 
force in eastern Massachusetts is shrinking because many 
people have left the state to find work elsewhere. This has 
lowered the ratio between the unemployment rate and the 
labor force because there are fewer workers now than 
there are jobs available. Without the manpower to do the 
work, businesses cannot grow as quickly. However, Mr. 
Ayers forecasts that out-of-staters will migrate here to fill 
jobs and possibly drive up the cost of real estate. 

“Everyone to a greater or lesser extent is participating 
in the growth of today’s economy,” he claims. Even the 
gaps between wages earned by skilled workers and 
unskilled workers will lessen he predicts because employ- 
ers will initiate training programs out of a need to fill jobs. 


The low inflation rate is another indication of how well 
the economy is doing, he says. He believes Massachusetts 
is in the seventh year of a business cycle expansion dur- 
ing which we’ve seen no increase in inflation. However, 
he predicts that wages and prices may eventually inch up 
because the economy continues to grow. In other words, 
the law of supply and demand will lead businesses into 
offering higher salaries as a way of competing for skilled 
workers. 

Another factor of the economy is the stock market. “Is 
it exuberant or is it exhausted?” asks Mr. Ayers. He 
believes that the market has undergone a “fairly sizable 
correction over the last several weeks,” and that it will 
grow at a slower pace over the next 18 months. 

“Neither 1997 or 1998 will provide returns of 30 per cent 
as we Saw in 1995 and 1996. I foresee a seven to ten per cent 
growth in the market — far below the pace of recent 
years.” 

Yet Mr. Ayers remains optimistic about the economy 
and says he sees nothing on the horizon to derail it. 

“At some point we’ll have a recession,” he forecasts. 
“But it will be the result of an external shock such as a 
political event. It would not come from internal factors 
such as inflation, interest rates or consumer debt bur- 
dens.” 


Paul Miller

Paul Miller has seen a lot of economic cycles in fifty- 
seven years, and while this is a good one, it won’t last for- 
ever, he says. 


Trends in Mutual Fund investing 


The combined assets of the nation’s mutual funds increased 
to $4.265 trillion in July, according to the Investment Company 
Institute. 

Total net assets of stock funds increased to $2,302.78 billion. 
Bond and income fund assets increased to $976.67 billion. Tax- 
able money market fund assets increased to $833.31 billion. 
Tax-exempt money market fund assets increased to $152.23 bil- 
lion. 

The combined assets of all types of funds increased by 
$233.73 billion, or 5.8 percent. Stock fund assets increased by 
$177.02 billion, or 8.3 percen‘. Bond and income fund assets 
increased $34.87 billion, or 3.7 percent. Assets of taxable money 
market funds increased $16.04 billion, or 2.0 percent, and assets 
of tax-exempt money funds increased $5.80 billion, or 4.0 per- 
cent.

Industry net flow: Net new cash flow into the entire mutu- 
al fund industry was $46.02 billion in July, compared with 
$19.67 billion the previous month. This figure includes both 
long-term (stock and bond & income) funds and short-term 
(money market) funds. Net new cash flow is a common mea- 
sure of demand for shares of mutual funds 

Stock mutual funds accounted for $26.56 billion of net new 
cash flow in July, compared with $16.56 billion in June. For the 
first seven months of 1997, the flow into stock funds was $136.74 
billion, compared with $143.86 billion for the corresponding 
period in 1996. 

Bond and income funds had an inflow of $4.21 billion in 
July, compared with an inflow of $2.12 billion in June. Year-to- 
date bond fund inflow of $13.36 billion compares with $7.52 bil- 
lion in the first seven months of 1996. 

Money market funds had an inflow of $15.24 billion in 
July, compared with $988.7 million in June. 

Commentary: Most of the increase in stock fund assets in 
July can be attributed to performance of the funds, due to the 


strength of U.S. stocks. In this environment of strong perfor- 
mance, July’s stock fund inflow was the second highest of the 
year, behind January’s $28.9 billion inflow. During the first 
seven months of 1997, inflow into stock mutual funds was 4.9 
percent below the inflow recorded during the corresponding 
1996 period. Inflow to stock funds aveged $19.53 billion a month 
during the first seven months of 1997, compared with a month- 
ly average inflow of $20.55 billion during the same period in 
1996. 

Bond and Income funds continue to experience moderate 
inflows, averaging $1.91 billion a month during the first seven 
months of the year, compared with a monthly average inflow of 
$1.07 billion in the same period in 1996. High-yield bond funds 
attracted $1.81 billion of the July total. U.S. government and 
GNMA funds continued to experience outflows. Municipal 
bond funds had modest inflows in July. 

Assets of money funds increased 2.3 percent to $985.5 billion 
from June.

The economy of 1997 will remain strong for the rest of 
the year, he forecasts, thanks to a low unemployment rate, 
attractive interest rates, declining mortgage rates, low 
inflation, a strong stock market, and good retail sales. 

But, he notes, even in good times, some industries expe- 
rience upheavals. Most notably retail stores are closing or 
merging, necessitating lay-offs. 

“Retail sales won’t be bad this year, but some stores are 
being forced out of business because there are too many of 
them,” he says, pointing to Lechmere, and recalling 
Zayre’s, Rich’s, and Stuart’s. 

Banks also are on the verge of mergers and consolida- 
tions, he says. Yet, it’s been a good year for the banking 
industry because normal spreads (the difference between 
the rate for which a bank can borrow money, and the rate 
for which it can lend money) have been better than usual. 
The positive financial picture is allowing some banks to 
provide merit-based raises at higher rates than in previ- 
ous years, and a tightening labor market provides an 
incentive to treat employees well. 

But the pendulum will shift eventually, says Mr. 
Miller. In 1998 unemployment will go up as people with 
the lowest level of seniority are laid-off and begin filling 
jobs for unskilled workers. Wage rates, he predicts, will 
remain low, but incidental factors will cause inflation to 
inch up. 

“This will translate into higher interest rates and low- 
er stock prices. 1998 will be a good year, but not as good as 
1997,” Mr. Miller predicts.

one in four women will be incontinent 
at some point in their lives. Inconti- 
nence tends to strike post-menopausal 
women (the lack of estrogen can thin 
out tissues of the urinary sphincter) 
and women who have had multiple 
children (childbirth can weaken the 
pely ic floor muscles). 


Types of Incontinence 

Urinary incontinence may take sev- 
eral different forms. Urge incontinence 
is characterized by a strong urge to uri- 
nate and the inability to reach the 
bathroom in time. John J. Smith HL, 
M.D., urologist and co-director of the 
Continence Center at Lahey Hitchcock 
Medical Center, characterizes urge 
Incontinence as the “key-in-the-door” 
syndrome. “It is an urgent need to uri- 
nate and the inability to get to the toi- 
let before urine leakage occurs,” says 
Dr. Smith. 

Stress incontinence is the loss ot 
urine that occurs during physical stress 
or exertion, as from coughing, sneez- 
Ing, laughing, lifting bags or groceries, 
or playing tennis or golf. Urine leaks 
because the urinary sphincter is unable 
to withstand the added abdominal 
pressure trom these activities. The 
underlying cause can be a weakened 
pelvic floor muscle, which may be the 
result of childbirth. One-third to one- 
half of incontinence patients actually 
have a combination of stress and urge 
Incontinence. 

A third, much less common form is 
overflow incontinence. Either because 
of a partial obstruction, such as an 
enlarged prostate gland in men, or 
because of a bladder that isn’t working 
well, the bladder never completely 
empties. It overtills and urine leaks out. 

“We've had patients who were prac- 
tically house bound, afraid to go to 
social events, like weddings, because 
they didn’t want to embarrass them- 
selves. We found that they made very 
short trips, if they went out at all,” says 
urologist Stanley J. Swierzewskt IL, 
M.D., co-director of the Continence 
Center, 

“It’s unfortunate,” says Nancy 
Shinopulos, R.N., MLS., C.ULR.N.,

“that many people delay seeking treat- 
mentor are never treated at all. A lot 
of times, people don’t seek help. 
They're embarrassed about the situa- 
tion. They don’t want to admit to their 
doctor or nurse practitioner that 
theyre having an incontinence prob- 
lem, and they also may be under the 
misconception that there’s no treat- 
ment available, or that it’s a natural 
part of getting older-which it’s not.” 


Diagnosis 

According to Dr. Swierzewski, an 
Important part of evaluating a patient's 
Incontinence problem is a thorough 
medical history. This includes questions 
about urinary symptoms, past or pre- 
sent medical conditions, and past surgi- 
cal procedures. Women are asked 
about the number of times they have 
given birth and whether they have 
gone through menopause. 

In some cases, patients undergo uro- 
dynamic studies to help determine 
more precisely what type of inconti- 


nence they have. This is a special test 
which recreates the person’s symptoms 
ina controlled setting. Urodynamics 
show how the bladder reacts to filling, 
storing and emptying urine. The test 
involves having a small pressure-sensi- 
tive or fiberoptic catheter placed in the 
bladder. During the study, x-rays are 
taken to check the shape and position 
of the bladder. 

“Each diagnosis has a certain set of 
treatments you can prescribe to help 
the person regain control,” says 
Dr. Swierzewski. “The key point is the 


right diagnosis.” 


‘Treatment Options 

At Lahey Hitchcock’s Continence 
Center, physicians start with the most 
conservative approaches before mov- 
Ing On to More invasive treatments 
such as surgery. For mild stress inconti- 
nence, patients can practice Kegel 
exercises—exercises specifically 
designed to strengthen the pelvic floor 
muscles-which help the bladder hold 
more urine and increase the urinary 
sphincter’s ability to hold back urine. 

Unfortunately, according to Dr. 
Swierzewski, the pelvic floor muscles 
are muscles people don’t ordinarily use 
and may be difficult to exercise—in 
fact, many people wind up exercising 
their abdominal muscles instead of 
their pelvic floor muscles. With 
bioteedback, electrical patches placed 
on the patient can monitor muscle 
activity in the pelvic floor and indicate 
Whether the patient is working the 
correct muscles. The use of an electri- 
cal pelvic floor stimulator may also 
help strengthen these muscles. 

For people with stress incontinence 
who don’t want, or aren’t helped by 
these exercises, there are a number of 
urethral plugs and other appliances 
available. People often use these 
devices to keep them from leaking 
urine when engaging in problematic 
activities, like playing golf. 

Yet another option for stress inconti- 
nence ts collagen injections, which can 
be done on an outpatient basis. Colla- 
gen injections are used to bulk up the 
urinary sphincter so it can better hold 
back urine. 


——_-_—_—_——————————— 
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A surgical sling operation may also 
be useful for some patients, In this pro- 
cedure, a thin strip of the patient’s 
own tissue Is taken from above the 
pelvic bone and placed under the ure- 
thra, where it supports the bladder and 
reduces downward pressure on the urj- 
nary sphincter. This procedure can 
sometimes be done on an outpatient 
basis. 

Urge incontinence, on the other 
hand, can almost always be treated 
without surgery. There is a vast array 
of lifestyle changes, medications and 
conservative treatments that may help 
alleviate the problem: 

* Patients can avoid certain dietary 
items such as caffeine, artificial 
sweeteners and carbonated bever- 
ages. 

The doctor may be able to switch 

the patient from medications that 

promote urination, such as diuretics, 
to other drugs that do not cause this 
side effect. 

Patients may practice bladder retrain- 

Ing-going to the bathroom on a 

schedule and gradually increasing the 

time between bathroom visits, 

Certain medications can be used to 

decrease the feeling of bladder 

urgency and unwanted bladder con- 


Question: Do antihistamines raise 
blood pressure? 


Answer: Although pure antihista- 
mines don’t raise blood pressure, 
decongestants can, says Nicholas 
Tsapatsaris, M.D., a physician in the 
Section of Cardiovascular Medicine at 
Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center. 
“Many cold medicines contain a mix- 
ture of drugs: decongestants, related to 
adrenaline and noradrenaline; antihist- 
amines, such as diphenhydramine or 
chlorpheniramine; and analgesics, like 
aspirin or acetaminophen.” 


Decongestants are stimulants used to 
dilate the bronchioles (small subdivi- 
sions of the bronchial tree leading to

* In women who are past menopause, 
estrogen cream may be helpful. 

* Kegel, or pelvic floor exercises, with 
the help of biofeedback, often can 
help patients with urge Incontinence 


the lungs) and ease the symptoms of 
congestion. They can sometimes raise 
heart rates, cause palpitations and raise 
blood pressure. Some nose sprays such 
as Neo-Synephrine (phenylephrine) 
also have this effect. 


Antilistamines are prescribed for 
allergic rhinitis and for chronic rhinitis 
(inflammation of the mucous mem- 
brane in the nose), but may also be 
effective for congestion related to 
colds. The antihistamine Seldane does 
have interactions with antibiotics such 
as erythromycin which can lead to 
heart arrhythmia. 

“The incidence of serious hyperten- 
sion reactions to decongestants is quite 
small,” says Dr. Tsapatsaris, “but peo- 


to hold their urine until they reach 

the bathré OM. 

Painless electrical stimulation from a 

small probe inserted in the rectum or 

vagina may help by calming bladder 
contractions, thereby decreasing 
urgency and leakage. 

In patients with overflow inconti- 
nence, the treatment depends on the 
underlying cause. If it is caused by a 
bladder muscle that is too weak, 
patients can then learn to catheterize 
themselves several times a day to 
empty the bladder. If it is caused by an 
enlarged prostate gland, the doctor 
may prescribe alpha blockers (Hytrin 
or Cardura) to relax the neck of the 
bladder, or surgery called transurethral 
resection of the prostate (Tl IRP) can 
be used to open up the channel to 
allow urine to flow more easily, 

Ms. Shinopulos urges patients to 
seek treatment rather than relying sole- 
ly on incontinence products such as 
pads. “There are specialists and many 
treatments that can help people be dry, 
and enable them to live full and active

stances that prevent them from making 
an accusation or leaving their abuser 
when we think they should.” 

“Our goal is to educate and pro- 
tect,” says Dr. Alvarez, “and it goes 
beyond our training of Lahey 
Hitchcock staff. This is a community 
Initiative including the Burlington 
Police Department, emergency shel- 
ters, community health providers, 
counseling services, the schools and 
clergy.” 

The Support Committee for 
Battered Women in Waltham provides 
services for victims of domestic vio- 
lence and their children. “I want 
women who are victims of domestic 
violence, or know someone who Is, CO 
understand that no matter how diffi- 
cult their situation is, we will provide 
support and as many services as are 
available,” says Shirley Ean, director of 


the Legal Advocacy Program. “We 
have a 24-hour hotline, an emergency 
crisis shelter ina safe and confidential 
area, and a legal advocacy program. 
We help women obtain restraining 


orders and offer legal services referral.” 


In addition, the organization runs 
Support groups for battered women— 
both those who are still in the relation- 
ship and those who have left one. Plus, 
they provide speakers for community 
agencies, schools and non-profit insti- 
tutions. “We also have a volunteering 
program and welcome additional vol- 
unteer statt,” savs Ms. Fan. (To learn 
more about the Support Committee’s 
community outreach or volunteer 
opportunities, call 781-891-0724.)

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Ovarian Cancer: Detection and ‘Treatment 


With approximately 27,000 new 
cases per vear in the United States, 
ovarian cancer causes more deaths 
(an estimated 14,200 in 1997) than 
any other gynecological cancer. 

Ovarian cancer is defined by 
stages. In Stage I, the cancer is con- 
fined to the ovaries. In Stage II, it is 
contined to the pelvic area and 
may be detected in the fallopian 
tubes and/or the uterus. Stage II] 
detines cancer that has spread from 
the pelvic area to the upper 
abdomen or nearby lymph nodes. 
In Stage IV cancer has spread 
beyond the abdominal area. For 75 
to 80 percent of patients, ovarian 
cancer is detected in Stage HI or TV, 


Signs and Symptoms 

According to Robert McLellan, M.D.. gynecological oncol- 
ogist at Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center, common symp- 
toms include persistent bloating, a sudden increase in abdom- 
inal girth lasting one to two months, bowel obstruction. diar- 
rhea and abdominal pain. 


Risk Factors 

“The average woman has a one in 70 chance of getting 
ovarian cancer in her lifetime,” says Connie Roche, M.S.N.. 
Risk Assessment Clinic at Lahey Hitchcock Northshore. “For 
breast cancer, the chance is one in nine.” Risk for ovarian 
cancer increases with age. Women who may be at increased 
risk include those who have never had children, and those 
who have had breast cancer or who have a family history of 
ovarian or breast cancer. It is not known if the use of fertility 
drugs increases risk, but this is currently being investigated. 
Pregnancy, breast feeding and the use of oral c mMtraceptives 
appear to be protective factors. 

“Although we pay attention to family history, only five to 
ten percent of breast and ovarian cancers are hereditary,” says 
Ms. Roche. “Most women with family history of ovarian 
cancer alone are not at increased risk, but those in a family 
with hereditary breast and ovarian cancer are at high risk. 

“To determine if cancers are hereditary, it is helptul to cre- 
ate a family tree and note the cancers in the family. We sus- 
pect a hereditary component if many women are affected on 
one side of the family; if they tend to be young at diagnosis; 
if there is both breast and ovarian cancer in a family; and, 
with breast cancer, if the patient had cancer in both breasts. 
That would be the classic picture of hereditary cancer. Not 
all hereditary cancer families will have all these characteris- 
tics. However, most women with family history in only one 
relative, can be reassured they are not at high risk.”

Screening 

“To detect cervical cancer, we 
have the Pap smear,” says Anne P. 
Shapter, M.D., gynecologic oncol- 
Ogist at Lahey Hitchcock Medical 
Center. “Unfortunately, we don’t 
have a good screening test for 
early ovarian cancer, but there are 
three major modalities used in 
detection.” 

* It is recommended that the aver- 
age woman have a yearly recto- 
vaginal exam (the doctor simulta- 
neously inserts one finger in the 
rectum and one in the vagina to 
feel the Ovaries). 

* Transvaginal ultrasound may be 
used on patients who have a 
strong family history of breast or ovarian cancer. 

* A blood test for CA-125, a tumor marker, can also assist in 
diagnosis, but it isn’t recommend for routine screening 
because an elevated CA-125 can be the result of other dis- 
eases and some benign conditions. 

Mutations in the genes BRCAL and BRCA2 have been 
observed in families with a high risk of ovarian and breast 
cancer. “We only do genetic testing in selected cases,” Says 
Dr. Shapter. “It is estimated that from 40 to 60 percent of 
those with this gene mutation may develop ovarian cancer, 
but a person can have the gene and never develop cancer.” 


Treatment 

When transvaginal ultrasound and an elevated CA-125 are 
suspicious, a laparoscopy (viewing the ovaries with a tiny 
camera inserted into the abdomen) may be performed. 

Laparotomy, a full abdominal surgery, is performed if the 
laparoscopy indicates cancer or if there is fluid in the 
abdomen in the absence of liver disease. “Surgery may be 
required, both for diagnosis and treatment,” says Dr. 
McLellan. “Even patients with advanced disease have 
improved survival and improved response to chemotherapy 
when evidence of cancer is removed at the time of initial 
laparotomy.” 

Surgery 1s usually followed by chemotherapy. “Most 
patients have a good response to a combination of drugs,” 
Dr. McLellan says. “With treatment, 80 to 90 percent of 
patients have a remission that can last several years. Some 
with advanced disease are cured, but most eventually 
become resistant to chemotherapy.”

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NEW GUIDELINES FOR 
DIAGNOSING DIABETES 


In June of 1997, the American Diabetes Association issued 
new guidelines tor diagnosing and screening for diabetes. 
These guidelines are designed to catch the disease earlier and 
protect those who have the disease from developing its dev- 
astating complications. In addition, new drugs have recently 
become available that should improve the treatment of ‘Type 
2, the most common torm of diabetes. 


A Growing Problem 

By some estimates, Iype 2 diabetes afflicts roughly 17 mil- 
lion Americans. Currently, it is diagnosed in approximately 
625,000 people in the United States cach year, and it is three 
times more common today than it was in 1960. It is more 
likely to develop in people who are older than 40 years, 
obese, sedentary or have a family history of diabetes. 

With Ivpe | diabetes, the pancreas no longer makes insulin 
and patients must take insulin injections to survive. People 
with Ivpe 2 diabetes either have abnormal insulin secretion 
or they are unable to efficiently use insulin to convert glucose 
into energy. As a result, glucose builds up in the blood and 
can damage the body’s tissues. 


While people tend to regard ‘Type 2 as a “mild” form of 


American Diabetes Association (ADA) now recommends that 
all adults age 45 and older be tested for diabetes. Younger 
people should also be tested if they are at high risk for the 
disease-that is, if they have a close relative with diabetes, they 


weigh 20 percent more than their ideal body weight, or if 
they belong to a high-risk ethnic group (African-American, 
Hispanic, Native-American or Asian-American). 

Phe ADA also urges doctors to adopt the fasting plasma 
glucose test in place of the currently used oral glucose toler- 
ance test to diagnose diabetes. Whereas the oral glucose tol- 
erance test costs about $125 and requires patients to drink a 
sugar-rich liquid, the fasting plasma glucose test costs $5 to 
S10 and requires only an overnight fast betore the test. 

Phe ADA has reset the threshold for diagnosing diabetes 
trom a tasting serum glucose level of 140 mg/dl to a level of 
126 mg/dl. This new threshold ts expected to classify an 
additional two million Americans as diabetic. 

“One problem is that many people are diagnosed only 
when they see their physician with a complication,” notes 
Kenneth Snow, M.D., medical director of the Joslin-Lahey 
Hitchcock Diabetes Center in Peabody, “Since we know that 
the likelihood of their developing diabetes complications is 


diabetes, there is nothing mild about 
Its consequences. It more than dou- 
bles the risk of heart disease and 
stroke, and predisposes people to 
kidney disease, retinal disease, nerve 
disease and the need tor lower limb 
amputations. Fortunately people with 
diabetes can greatly reduce their risk 
of developing the.e complications by 
keeping their blood glucose levels 
close to normal. Unfortunately, 
according to one study, diabetes goes 
undiagnosed for an average of seven 
to ten years atter developing—and by 
that time, some of the damage has 
already been done. 

“We estimate that the number of 
undiagnosed cases of diabetes is equal 
to that of cases that have been diag- 
nosed,” says Eugene Clerkin, M.D., 
an endocrinologist at Lahey Hitch- 
cock Medical Center. “And the 
earlier people are identified, the 
longer they are likely to be able to 
control the disease with diet and 


exercise alone.” 


New Guidelines 
Concerned about people with dia-

GLYCATED 
HEMOGLOBIN TESTS: 
PROVIDING THE BIG PICTURE 


While blood glucose self-monitoring is an 
essential tool for managing blood glucose lev- 
els from one day to the next, another test 
called the glycated hemoglobin or hemoglobin 
Alc (HbAIc) test can give patients and their 
doctors the big picture about diabetes con- 
trol. According to Margo Silbar Hudson, 
M.D., endocrinologist at Lahey Hitchcock - 
Waltham, “In a sense, this test provides an 
average of blood sugar. It doesn’t tell you at 
any particular time what your blood sugar is, 
but the higher the blood sugar is over a 
longer period of time, the higher the Alc.” 

Here's how it works: The more glucose 
there is in the bloodstream at any given time, 
the more that enters the red blood cells and 
sticks to the hemoglobin inside. Since the red 
blood cells die after about four months, mea- 
suring the amount of hemoglobin that has 
glucose attached (or, is glycated) can indicate 
how high the blood sugar level has been, on 
average, over the past several months. 


related to blood sugar control, the 
earlier they are diagnosed, the more 
likely they are to avoid the complica- 
tlons.” 


‘Treatments Improving 

Diet and exercise are the first steps 
in treating Type 2 diabetes. According 
to Dr. Clerkin, if patients can learn to 
eat well and exercise regularly, they 
can often control their diabetes with- 
out drugs and lower their risk of 
heart disease as well. “This is a clear 
advantage, not only for avoiding the 
inconvenience and cost of medica- 
tion, but the benefit of diet and exer- 
cise goes well beyond controlling 
blood sugar,” he says. 

When these measures alone fail to 
adequately control blood glucose lev- 
els, patients must go on medication as 
well. Until recently, the only drug 
options were insulin injections and a 
class of oral medications known as 
sulfonylureas, which work primarily 
by making the pancreas secrete more 
insulin. These drugs, however, 
become ineffective in many patients 
and can predispose them to danger- 
ously low blood sugar levels. 
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In the past few years, three new types of drugs became 


available which work by completely different mechanisms 
than the sulfonylureas. Acar se (Precose) minimizes rises in 
blood glucose levels after meals by blocking the action of an 
enzyme that normally breaks carbohydrate down into glucose 
in the small intestine. Metformin (( slucophage) seems to 
work primarily by signaling the liver to produce less glucose. 
Troglitazone (Rezulin) appears to help people use insulin 
more efficiently in converting blood glucose into energy. In 
general, these drugs can be used alone to treat Type 2 dia- 
betes or can be successfully combined with sulfonylureas, 
insulin or each other for an additive effect. According to Dr. 
Snow, these newer drugs have had a tremendous impact on 
diabetes treatment in the short time they have been available. 
Another recent tool in the arsenal against diabetes is 
Humalog, a synthetic analog of insulin. Unlike regular 
insulin, which takes roughly half an hour to kick in and lasts 
several hours, Humalog begins to work in as little as ten to 
IS minutes and lasts only a short time. Humalog is designed 


to take the place of the regular insulin that people with dia- 
betes often take with meals. Since regular insulin takes half an 
hour to work, people with diabetes must predict when they 
will eat meals and inject the insulin half an hour beforehand. 
Instead, they can inject Humalog almost immediately before 
meals, allowing them more flexibility in mealtimes. 

“Humalog is also better at matching the blood glucose rise 
that meals produce,” says Margo Silbar Hudson, M.D., an 
endocrinologist at Lahey Hitchcock - Waltham, “It’s a: much 
better match than regular insulin, which tends to peak too 
late and last too long for most meals.” 


“The new ADA guidelines can have a profound effect on 
the diagnosis and treatment of diabetes,” says Mary Ellen 
Ehlers, M.D., another endocrinologist at Lahey Hitchcock - 
Waltham. “With greater public awareness and the new guide- 
lines, people with diabetes will be identified a lot oner and 
we can reduce their risk of complications.”

HOW TO 
AVOID THE FLU 


“The more experience we gain with the flu shot, the 
more we realize the importance of the vaccine in pre- 
venting illness and death,” says John F. Beamis, Jr., M.D., 
pulmonologist at Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center. 

Because it takes two to three weeks 
for immunity to take effect, getting your 
shot early is the best defense. However. 
if you don't get a shot before the end of 
November, you can still get one through- 
out the winter—as long as they are avail- 
able and as long as there isn't a flu epi- 
demic. “If you wait until there’s an epi- 4 
demic, the vaccine probably wouldn't 
work in time,” says Dr. Beamis. “There 
are, however, drugs such as amantadine 
and rimantadine that can be used to help i“ 
Prevent or lessen the severity of Type A flu ~\ \* 
in some people. These drugs may be givento WV 
someone who can’t take the flu shot because of an 
allergy to eggs, or someone who is in a high risk 
group and needs immediate protection.” 


Anyone who wants one can get a flu vaccination. Those 
at particular risk include the following: 

* People age 65 and older. 

* Adults and children who have chronic cardiovascu- 
lar or pulmonary disorders, including asthma and 
emphysema. 

* Patients with diabetes or chronic metabolic dis- 
eases, kidney disease or weakened immune systems. 

* Residents and employees of nursing homes and 
chronic care facilities. 

* Physicians, nurses and other healthcare 
professionals. 

* Household members of those at high risk. 


In addition to a yearly flu shot, Dr. Beamis recom- 
mends a one-time-only pneumonia vaccine for anyone 
in the risk groups listed above and patients with alco- 
holism or cirrhosis. Pneumoccocal pneumonia vaccine 
Protects against many types of bacterial pneumonia, 
but viral pneumonia can still be contracted.

Question: Is it a good idea to use a 
humidifier in the winter? 


Answer: A home humidifier can 
keep you more comfortable during the 
cold winter months by alleviating dry 
throat and skin, preventing nosebleeds, 
reducing static electricity and relieving 
chest congestion. 

“When the mucous membranes lin- 
ing the mouth, nose and throat dry 
Out, some pec ple May expertence 
munor respiratory problems,” says 
Karen Loring, M.D., an internist who 
has just joined Lahey Hitchcock - 
Wilmington. “Using a humidifier can 
ease cold symptoms, specifically nasal 


and chest congestion, by liquetving 


mucous secretions. Nosebleeds are also 


a problem associated with dry air, as 
the nasal lining can dry out and bleed. 
Besides using a humidifier, applying 
petroleum jelly to the nasal cavity will 
moisturize the nasal mucosa and help 


prevent cracking.” 


Why ts itso dry in the winter? Warm 


air holds more water vapor than cold 
airy and as outdoor temperatures drop, 
so. does the humidity, When cold win- 
ter air is heated to normal room tem- 
perature, relative humidity (the per- 
centage of moisture in the air com- 
pared to its maximum capability to 
hold moisture betore water vapor con- 
denses into a liquid) drops. People tee! 
most comfortable at 35 to 45 percent 
relative humidity. 

Both humidifiers and vaporizers can 
be used to add moisture to the air.

Humidifiers typically spray a cool 
mist; a vaporizer produces steam. Be 
sure to follow the manufacturer’s rec- 
ommendations for regular cleaning to 
reduce potential exposure to molds 
and bacteria. To avoid burns, keep 
steam vaporizers out of the reach of 
children. 

“Some people can develop allergies 
if the basin and filters are not kept 
clean on these machines,” says Dr. 
Loring. Stop using your humidifier 
and contact your primary care physi- 
cian if you have congestion, sneezing 
or wheezing which may be associated 
with use of a home humidifier.
